finally ou a day to be na-iie- in the act, aud
which it Is at pieeeut proposed to fix for the Is'
ot January, 1871. On that day the ecclesiastics1
courts will be abolished, the ecclesiastical laws
Will cease to have any authority, tho bishops
will be no Ionizer Peer of Parliament, and all
the ecclesiastical corporations in the couutry
will be dissolved. During the interval between
the pacing of the bill and the date of disesta-
blishment certain provisional arrangements will
be in force. Vacancies In the clerical staff
of the Irish Church, will be filled up a
they artc, but the appointments will
confer no vested Interests. In the case of
bishoprics thoio appointmeuts will only be
mada on the prnjer of the bishops of the
province for the consecra lon of a particular
person; In the case of Crown livings the receui-mendaUo- u

of the cccletja3tlc.il authorities will,
g far as possible, be attended to. The Crown

will exercise its powers ministerially, and with
the sole view of facilitating the winding up of
the existir u cs'ablishment.

Secondly, as to disendowment. Technically
and legally this will be total and immediate.
A oommissiou will be appointed, the members
of which will be Darned m the bill; aud in this
commission the entire property of the Irish
Church will vest from the day on which, the
measure receives the Royal assent. When,
however, the property comes to be dealt with
by this commission a distinction will be mide
between publio and private endowments. The
former, including everything in the nature of
a State grant or a State reserve, will be
resumed by the State; the latter, which Mr.
Gladstone defines as money contributed from
private sources since the year lu'UO, will be
restored to the disestablished Charoh. The
value of the publio endowments is estimated
at 15,000,000; the value of the private en-
dowments is put at 500,000.

Tniidty, what Is to be done with tho public
endowments? First of all compensation Lai to
be made to vested interest?, including those
connec.ed with Majnootb. Colli ge aad the
various cotnuiunlties oi I'resbytei'ians in receipt
of the reqium donum. Among vested interests,
of course, the Itrgcst is tbat of Incumbent.
The amount of Income to which each is
entitled, deducting what he may have paid for
curates, will be secured to him during his lite,
provided i.e continues to discharge the duties
of his be Deuce. Under cerrain circumstance,
this interest may upon his own application be
coiu muted for a hie annuity. As regards his

kbe his position will nut hj Interfered with
uring hlb ii'e, except in the case of commuta-

tions. Ihe tithe rent ctmge, however,
. will vest In the commissioners, at

once and without any life interest,
being interposed; "the faith ot Parliament
being pledged" to the payment of the whole
proceeds to the clergy. Ou its passing into the
Lands ot the comrtiissioucis, the lithe rent
charge wilt ba sold to the landowners at
twenty-tw- o and a half years' purchase, it being
left to their option whether to pay tne money
down or by forty-fi- ve annual instalments. Tne
next class of interests Is that of curates. In the
case ot permanent curates the deductions al-
ready made in calculating the Income ot incum-
bents will be calculated ror their beueSr. on tho
same principle and subject tosiTiilar conditions.
Temporary curates will receive gratuities pro-
portionate to the injury they may have
sustained from the act. Next will
come lay compensations, the largest
part of which will bo absorbed by parish clerks
and sextons. These payments', together with
those due to the Presbyterian community and
Maynooth College, and one or two SJistler
items, will amount, on Mr. Gladstone's calcula-
tion, to about 8,000,000. In this way about

7,600,010 will be lett at the disposal of Parlia-roent- .

This will be appropriated "mainly to
the rclier of unavoidable calamity and suffer-
ing," but ut the Fame time in a way which will
not interfere with the obligation imposed upon
property by the poor law. There is a partieu ar
class of '".inavoidable calamity and suffering,"
which In Ireland is relieved not out of the poor
rate, but out of the county cess that i, out of
a tax paid by the occupier aloue, aud levied
nnou tenements of even the lowest rental.
In tLls class are comprised lunatics
and idiots, and persons who are
deaf, duo b, or blind. Of the 311,000 which is
.estimated to be the annual value of the endow-
ments at the dlpporal ot Parliament, 235,000
will be devoted to the rellief of these forms of
suffering. The remainder will bo approprla'ed
to county inSrmaiiep, reformatories, and the
provision of skilled nurses tor the poor. When
the affairs ot the Established Church have been
wound up, the commissioners will report to the
Queen tnat the objects Immediately contem-
plated by the act have all been provided for,
and that Mich and such a surplus is available
for these ulterior charitable pui poses.

Fourthly, as to private endowments. These
are to be banded over to the disestablished
Church, and the question at once arises who is
to take them. Mr. Gladstone proposes to leave
the answer to be found by xht Church lUelr".
In order to enable it to liud one, all those leal
disabilities under which H -- now labors
in regard to sjnodica'. meetings-ril- l be at once
removed. Ibe Government "oresume" that as
soon as this Is done the blchops, clergy, and
laity will proceed to constitute lor themselves
eonietbiiig lu tho ta'.ureot a governing bod v,
and power will be given to the Quten in Coun-
cil "no, to create such a bo iy, but to recosnlze
it when created." This recoiul'.ion wit 1 be male
to depend oo one condl lou ouly triat the gov- -.

erning botty tbail tauly repre-eu- t tlie bishops
